Under current rules, 12 of 
OPEC's 13 members are set an 
output ceiling totalling 15.06 
million barrels daily.

The ministers, winding up 
their mid-year meeting at OPEC 
headquarters, also agreed to 
reaffirm their commitment to a

ISLAMABAD, June 14, (Agen- 
cies): Afghan and Pakistani 
troops exchanged rocket and 
artillery fire today near a 
strategic border town, killing at 
least three Pakistani civilians and 
wounding 10, Pakistani officials 
said.

Soviet-backed Afghan forces 
fired about 20 artillery shells or 
rockets last night on a village 
near the Pakistan town of 
Cham an, 96 km (60 miles) north- 
west of Quetta dly, official sour- 
ces in Quetta said. 

Rockets 

The Afghan troops recom- 
menced attacks today firing five 
rockets which caused the casual- 
ties. They fired artillery shells 
about two hours later but there 
were no injuries in that attack, 
the sources said. 

Pakistani Border Security 
Forces retaliated with artillery 
and tank fire, the sources said. 

Pakistan Foreign Ministry 
sources said Islamabad had lod- 
ged a strong protest to Kabul 
denouncing the incident it 
claimed was started by Afghan 
forces. -

Howard Baker 
to resign 

WASHINGTON, June 14, 
(Reuter): White House Chief of 
Staff Howard Baker is resigning 
effective July 1 for personal 
reasons and will be replaced by 
his deputy Kenneth Duberstein, 
President Reagan's spokesman 
said today. 

Spokesman Marlin Fitzwater 
told reporters Reagan had accep- 
ted Baker’s resignation as White 
House Chief of Staff ‘‘with deep 
regret" and had selected Duber- 
stein, who has been Baker’s 
deputy since March 1987, to lead

Snipping insurer Lloyd's of 
London said the 5 1, 894-ton 
Neptune Subaru came under 
Iranian attack at 03:00 GMT 
near Farsi island in the northern 
Gulf, but there were no 
immediate reports of damage or 
injuries. 

Gulf-based shipping sources 
said the Iranian gunboats 
attacked the Neptune Subaru 
under the cover of darkness to 
prevent reaction from US war- 
ships patrolling the area with 
orders to defend neutral marin- 
ers in distress. 

Protested 

On Saturday, two marauding 
Iranian gunboats slammed 
rocket-propelled grenades into a 
British-flagged but US-owned 
supertanker off the Saudi 
Arabian coast, igniting a fire but 
causing no injuries. 

Britain protested the raid on 
the 258.979-ton fully laden 
supertanker Esso Demetia to 
Iran, pointing oui the attack was 
unprovoked.

The official said parents in the 
Gaza Strip would be required to 
hand over 5,000 shekels (about 
$3,100) to obtain the release of 
their children from custody when 
they are caught throwing stones. 

If the children are arrested 
again for throwing stones, the 
money would be kept as a fine 
against the parents, the military 
source said. 

“It (a fine) is extremely effec- 
tive — that’s a fact,” the military 
source said. “It has to be seen in 
the context of a whole series of 
actions we have taken to reduce 
violence.” 

Denied 

In other developments, a hos- 
pital official said troops yester- 
day killed a West Bank man who 
didn't heed their call to stop. 

Israel last night deported 
Arab-American activist 
Mubarak Awad. He arrived in 
New York’s John F. Kennedy 
airport today. 

In New York Awad today den- 
ied Israeli charges of inciting 
violence and said he would con- 
tinue to promote non-violent 
Palestinian pressure for a 
homeland. 

Awad said in US television 
interviews hours after arriving in 
New York following his expul- 
sion from Israel that Palestinian 
resistance must continue in order 
to force the creation ofa Palestin- 
ian state in territory, held by 
Israel.

KUWAIT has been hit by the 
worst heat-wave, experienced in 
June, in 22 years. On Monday, 
June 13, temperatures rose to 
5G*C (122 Fahrenheit) in the 
shade. The last time Kuwait 
braved such severe heat was on 
June 13, 1966, when the mercury 
registered 49.8*C. 

The temperature at the 
Kuwait Airport on Monday was 
49.7°C. in Wafra and at Abdali 
51.5’C (124*F). Yesterday the 
highest temperature recorded 
was49°C(120"F). 

“This is an absolute record 
high Tor this time of the year." 
said forecaster Abdul Hafeez AI 
Babli of Kuwait’s Meteoro- 
logical Department. 

Rising 

Cars stalled, air-conditioners 
broke down and people's lem- 

E ers rose higher and higher as the 
eat-wave hit them. Normal 
working people could be seen 
fighting it out on the Ghazali 
Street. None could explain the 
rising tempers until the weather- 
men explained the cause. 

Lsfit year on June 1 3 the recor- 
ded temperature was 42'C, eight 
degrees lower than this year's 
temperature. “This year, Mon- 
day's temperature was five 
degrees higher than the average 
recorded in June over the years 
since 1966,” said Al Babli. 

Normally, such heat-waves 
occur in mid-July. In 1983, July 
13 was said to be the hottest day 
in Kuwait with temperatures 
soaring above 50" C in the shade. 
It was said to be the “hottest day 
foryeart" by weathermen. 

- This Mondays hot and humid 
weather was caused by a “surface 
thermal trough of low pressure 
situated to the west, deepening it 
(the heat)," explained Al Babli. 
The trough, elongated region 


Girl awarded 
KD31 5,000 
compensation 

FOR the first time in Kuwait, the 
Court of First Instance has 
ordered an insurance company 
to pay KD 315,000 to a girl who 
was injured in a road accident. 

The court also ordered the 
company which insured the car 
causing the accident to pay KD 
300 monthly for the rest of the 
girl's life. 

The prosecution claimed that 
the girl had suffered severe 
physical and psychological 
problems since the accident, 
which left her right leg paralysed. 

Tragically, the corrective sur- 
gery she underwent caused fur- 
ther deformation to her right 
hand, shoulder and lower parts 
and rendered her incontinent. 
Consequently, she will be depen- 
dent on others for the rest of her 
life. 

The girl's father asked for 
compensation for the large 
amounts of money spent to treat 
his daughter outside Kuwait and 
was duly granted KD 25.000. 
Her mother will receive KD 
15,000 as compensation for the 
psychological trauma she has 
suffered since her daughter's 
accident. 


Shultz asks- India and Pakistan 


Curb nuclear development 


UNITED NATIONS. June 14, 
(Agencies): Secretary of State 
.'George Shultz has said South 
Asia fe the international hot spot 
most'tikeljr.lo trigger a nuclear 
war and publicly tomsdjndia and 
‘Pakistan to curb develop- 
ment of nuclear weajjfe 
Shultz was aOTressing a 
special General Assembly ses- 
sion on disarmament at UN 
headquarters in New York. 

He also expressed concern 
about the introduction of advan- 
ced missiles into the Gulf war, 
saying that countries far 
removal from the conflict may 
be put at risk. 

Dangerous 

Shultz said use of these advan- 
ced missiles in the Iran-Iraq war 
has led to the “indisciimmate 
slaughter” of dviKans and made 
a peace settlement more difficult 
“We are already seeing signs of 
adangerous new arms race which 
will put at risk countries far 


removed from the Gulf region 
itself,” he said. 

He did not elaborate but 
appeared to be referring to the 
ballistic missiles which have been 
sold to Iran and Iraq. These mis- 
siles recently have been modified 
with sophisticated technology to 
extend their range and enable 
them to hit each other's capitals 
and more distant targets. 

Encourage 

Shultz said India and Pakistan 
should open their nuclear 
activities to international inspec- 
tion and sign the 1968 nuclear 
. Non-proliferation Treaty, which 
has been approved by 136 coun- 
tries and seeks to halt the spread 
of nuclear weapons. 

“We must be most concerned 
about areas where regional ten- 
sions are high," Shultz said. 
“Today it is in South Asia that 
the (nuclear) danger is most 
acute. We encourage the states of 
South Asia to Lake concrete steps 


to meet this urgent challenge.” 

A State Department spokes- 
man said Shultz was directing his 
remarks to India and Pakistan. 
He proposed no negotiating 
framework and made no specific 
offers of US aid. 

Both countries have the 
capability to build nuclear 
weapons, although the Reagan 
administration has no evidence 
that either actually possesses' 
such a device, a State Depart- 
ment official said. 

However, each country has 
been stepping 'up its nuclear 
developmentplans in response to 
perceived threats from the other. 

Leonard Spector of the non- 
profit Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace estimated in 
a January report that Pakistan 
and India, which exploded a 
nuclear device in 2974, could 
begin producing dozens of 
nuclear weapons in the next two

Fresh 
water consumption was up by 6.9 
per cent, totalling 1236. million 
imperial gallons. Brackish water 
consumption rose by 1 9 per cent, 
amounting to 90.9 million 
imperial gallons. 

Consumption 

Yesterday's consumption of 
electricity was 3.900 KW. The 
consumption on June 14 last year 
was 3,210. 

The total consumption of 
water yesterday was 123.6 
million imperial gallons, while 
on the same day last year it was 
1 1 5.8 million imperial gallons. 

Several cars just went bust in 
-the heat, prompting traffic police 
to offer help to motorists whose 
cars broke down and blocked 
traffic. 

However, the worst seems to 
be over — that is until the next 
heat wave attacks in July. Al 
Babli expects northerly winds to 
prevail today and tomorrow. He 
expects a “continuous decline in 
temperature with some dust 
(lauz)attiincs.” 

After Friday, temperatures 
could go up but Al Babli did not 
want to forecast the doom and 
gloom of another hot summer's 
day.

spokesmen for the President 
said, but asked the premier to 
stay in a caretaker role until the 
re-elected national assembly 
meets for the first time June 23. 


The two socialists met at the 
Presidential Elysee Palace for I- 
1/2 hours in themorning. Rocard 
made no comment to the press.

Sikh shooting 
spree 


CHANDIGARH, June 14. 
(UPI): Sikh extremists staged a 
spate of overnight attacks in nor- 
thern Punjab state, killing II 
people, including nine during a 
lS-minute raid on a border 
village, police said today. 

The bloodiest raid occurred 
late last night in Kheva, a village 
in the border district centred on 
the Sikh holy city of Amritsar, 
240 km northwest of the state 
capital of Chandigarh, police 
said. 

Ten to 12 Sikh militants armed 
with pistols and Chinese built 
sub-machine guns stormed 
through the village in a 15-min- 
ute shooting spree that left eight 
Hindus and a Sikh dead, police 
said. 

Police said the gunmen moved 
around the village in three 
groups, spraying bullets into 
homes ana at fleeing residents, 
many of whom ran mto nearby 
fields to escape. 

The attackers fled on foot, 
police said. 

In two other incidents last 
night in Gurdaspur and Jullun- 
dur .districts, Sikh extremists 
shot, and killed 4 
including a police" officer," police 
said. 

No further details of the 
attacks were immediately availa- 
ble.

Children kidnapped in Beirut 


BEIRUT, June 14, (AP): The 
three children of a wealthy 
Muslim Lebanese businessman 
were kidnapped today as they 
were being driven to school in 
West Beirut, police said. 

They said the unidentified kid- 
nappers abducted Zuheir Ariss’ 
daughter, Duma. 14. and two 
sons, 9-year-old Samer and 5- 
year-old Ramzi, apparently 
seeking ransom money. 

A police spokesman said six 
gunmen in two cars intercepted 
the children's chauffeur-driven 
Mercedes-Benz off Beirut's 
Hamra commercial thorough- 
fare. 

They shot the driver in the legs, 
then they dragged the children 
out of the car, bundled them into 


another car and sped away. 
Other gunmen followed in a 
white Volvo. 

“The gunmen sped away in the 
two cars. Witnesses who 
observed the kidnapping 
evacuated the driver to hospital 
and informed the police," said 
the spokesman. 

Members of the family refused 
to talk to reporters. 

Ransom 

The spokesman described the 
abduction as “an apparent ran- 
som kidnapping." He noted- 
“The children's father in a weal- 
thy man." 

Ariss owns a plush jewellery 
shop and a foreign exchange 
company in West Beirut. 

There have been ntu 


numerous 


kidnappings involving the chil- 
dren of wealthy families in- West 
Beirut in the past three years. 
Most of the captives have been 
released and police say ransom 
was paid. 

But the families involved all 
deny that there were money tran- 
sactions. 

The police spokesman said 
Syrian troops who control the 
Western sector of Beirut and the 
Lebanese police launched a 
search for the kidnappers and the 
children. 

Syria deployed 7,500 troops in 
West Beirut in February 1987, 
seeking to end the chaotic reign 
of militias. It recently sent troops 
into the capitals impoverished 
southern suburbs .

Algiers summit highly 
successful : Abu lyad 


A SENIOR Palestinian official 
lauded yesterday results of the 
extraordinary Arab summit held 
in Algiers June 7 to 9. 

Central committee member of 
Fatab movement, major com- 
ponent of the PLO, Salah Khalaf 
described the summit as the most 
successful one in support of the 
Palestine cause. 

Khalaf, better known as Abu 
lyad. told a press conference in 
Fatah office in Jaberiya suburb, 
that despite attempts to hurdle 
that conference yet it was held at 
the insistence of Algerian 
President Chadli Bin Jedid. 
Savage 

The summit's resolutions will 
boost the Palestinian popular 
uprising, he said, noling that the 
summi leers have reaffirmed the 
Palestinian people’s rights for 
self-determination, return and 
statehood. 

Meanwhile, he affirmed that 
the failure of all supressive 
attempts to contain the revolt 


and underlined that “our people 
wiUcontinue revolting until com- 
plete rights are secured.” 

Abu lyad stressed that the 
upheaval is organised more than 
anyone thinks and said that its 
various stages are progressing 
steadily. 

The ultimate stage of civil dis- 
obedience depends on ensuring 
financial resources to more than 
200,000 labourers in the 
occupied territories in addition 
to other circumstances, he 
elaborated. 

Opportunity 

The enemy had pursued all 
savage measures to quell the upr- 
ising. the Palestinian official 
said, adding lhat the Zionists 
have only two methods left 
namely mass deportation and 
killings. 

However, the emphasised all 
those atrocities will not check the 
Palestinian people's determina- 
tion to continue the uprising. 

Asked on the situation in 


Lebanon, Abu lyad said that the 
Arab country is approaching the 
presidential elections which he 
described as an opportunity to 
forge national unity among 
various factions. 

He reiterated the Palestinians' 
backing to any solution accepted 
by the Lebanese to rid their coun- 
try from its current ordeal. 

In response to another ques- 
tion on formation of a Palestin- 
ian government in exile, he said 
that the issue is included on 
agenda of the Palestinian leader- 
ship. 

However, time is not ripe yet 
for tabling that subject since it 
should coincide with a near end 
to the occupation and the start of 
negotiations between the parties 
concerned. 

Asked on the return of Egypt 
to the Arab League, Abu lyad 
said lhat the Issue should be dis- 
cussed in an Arab su mmi t and 
pointed to Egypt's material and 
moral weight in the Arab ranks.

Kuwait calls for 
elimination of N-arms ♦ 


UNITED NATIONS, June 14. 
(KUNA): Kuwait called today 
upon the world community to 
exert every possible effort to 
eliminate nuclear arms, buttres- 
sed the equal importance of end- 
ing wars by conventional means. 

“it is a noble thing to think 
seriously of those who would 
possibly be killed by nuclear 
arms in the future.” Sulaiman 
Majed Al Shaheen said. 

“Yet, it is very important that 
we make greater efforts to put an 
end to human atrocities and their 
victims who are currently killed 
by conventional arms," he said. 

Al Shaheen, who is Under- 
secretary in the Kuwaiti Foreign 
Ministry, made his remarks 
before the General Assembly s 
.special session on disarmament. 

The Kuwaiti official noted 
that six wars have been fought in 
the Middle East region during 
the past 20 years, among them 
the Iraq -I ran war which has been 
raging for eight years in the prox- 
imity of Kuwait 

“At the time the Kuwaiti 
delegation lauds the consistently 
positive Iraqi stance towards ail 
just and peaceful solutions as 
currently embodied in Security 
Council resolution 598, we 
equally add our voice to all the 
world's sincere efforts in calling 
upon Iran toseriously respond to 
international efforts so that 
peace, security and stability may 
prevail in tiie area in a manner 
that serves Lhe interests of all," he 
said. 

On the nuclear arms race, Al 
Shaheen said regional efforts 
could contribute to reverse this 


race. He described treaties lo 
establish nudear-free zones as 
“gigantic strides" in the inter- 
national and regional march 
towards the prevention of 
nuclear proliferation. 

Similar treaties are needed in 
regions of strategic importance, 
such as the Middle East and 
Africa, the Kuwaiti official stres- 
sed. 

But he said difficulties arise 
because of "the racist entities in 
Israel and South Africa” which . 
he said are “bent on stockpiling a?, 
nuclear arsenals and use them to 
terrorise the indeginous peoples 
of the area." 


Balance 


“The Israel nuclear armament 
has become part of the menacing 
and negative factors to the 
security balance in the Middle 
East area." he said. 

Not only did Israel bomb an 
Iraqi nuclear station serving 
peaceful purposes, its nuclear 
ambitions "extend to its 
associate, racist South Africa 
where Israel continues its sinful 
co-operation with the apartheid 
regime in Pretoria in the field of 
nuclear armament, notwithstan- 
ding international condemna- 
tions and protests of this blatant 
armament relation.” be said. ™ 

AI Shaheen expressed support 
for the initiative by the leaders of 
the six states who propose man- 
dating the UN to promote the 
establishment of an appropriate 
multilateral system to ascertain 
the compliance by states with the 
treaty of nuclear non-prolifera- 


tion.

Socialists following moderate capitalist agenda

NOGALES, Arix.: It is 6 o’clock 
on a Sunday evening, and from 
the Nogales, Ariz., primary bor- 
der checkpoint the lines of cars 
waiting to cross into the United 
States stretch back as far as the 
eye can see. 

Rain, snow, or merciless sun, 
US Immigration and Naturalisa- 
tion Service (INS) and Customs 
agents stand on a concrete slab 
surrounded by the swarm of 
automobiles. They work eight 
hours a day, six, often seven, 
days a week, making instan t 
decisions about whom to choose 
for secondary checks — on the 
basis of pale fingernails, sweaty 
palms, red ears, averted eyes, for- 
ged green cards — things they 
learned to look for in training. 

Inside the noisy border sta- * 
tion, agents guard the pedestrian 
gate or stand behind a busy coun- 
ter to issue permisos. 

“It's a high-pressure job, and 
nobody ever tells our side, "says 
Carlos Ramirez, a popular INS 
supervisor here. • 

'There's just one car after 
another. You have Co make sure 
they should be admitted, that 
they have proper documents, 
and at the same time, see what 
they are bringing into the coun- 
try. You have to Us ten to them, 
see what their bodies say, and 
check for drugs, all in a few 
seconds. They could be armed 
fugitives. You never know 
What's going to happen.” 
Ramirez says. 

Monotonous 

Although dangerous incidents 
occur, border traffic is mostly a 
monotonous flow of Mexican 
shoppers going to the . Kmart, ^

Being an agent in a border city 
is a high-stress job, says Jesus 
Jerez, the inspector who just 
walked in. “When I got here in 
1976, the divorce rate (among the 
agents) was 80 per cent and I was 
one,” says Jerez, a supervisor fill- 
ing in as an inspector. Jerez, who- 
has since' remarried, was bitten 
by a Mexican homosexual whom 
he questioned Christinas night in 
1986.

Sometimes supervisors decide 
that complaints are valid and 
agents have unnecessarily over- 
searched, overquestioned, or 
harassed. “I had one guy who 
had a real police attitude," 
Ramirez says. “Although we 
wear a badge and a sidearm, we 
are not police here. ”

Prem under pressure 
to end his rule 


By Paul Wedel 

BANGKOK, (UPI): Thai Prime 
Minister Gen. Prem Tinsulan- 
onda, once considered a shoo-in 
to return to office following next 
month's election, is under fire to 
end his 8-year rule. 

But Prem, with the apparent 
support of military officers who 
troop regularly to his residence, 
appears determined to maintain 
his grip on power even though he 
will not run in the July 24 polls. 

In the obscure world of Thai 
power politics, where confronta- 
tions are often indirect and 
decisions are made behind the 
scenes, Prem suffered a setback 
when 99 senior university profes- 
sors sent a petition complaining 
about him to revered King 
Bhumibol Adulyadej. 

“Divisions and disunity have 
occurred among the military, 
civil servants and Lhe people 
because the political leader who 
is caretaker head of the govern- 
ment has not been truly neutral,” 
it said. 

"He has allowed the military 
forces ... which exist to protect 
and develop the country to be 
used as a show of force to support 
personal political status.” 

The palace could have let the 
petition drop, but instead 
referred it to Prem for an answer. 

Critic tan 

The criticism carried par- 
ticular weight because it was 
addressed to the king and 
because the signers included a 
number senior professors and 
distant relations of the king. 

Under the Thai constitution, 
cabinet ministers are not 
required to be members of 
parliament. Prem has held office 
since March 1980 because 
political party leaders, under 
pressure from the Army, have 
been unable to agree on a civilian 
politician to head the govern- 
ment. 

Prem’s pro-US foreign policy 


and cautious economic policies 
have paved the way for rapid 
industrialization and growth 
expected to top 7 per cent this 
year. 

Prem, 67, a silver-haired 
retired general, has weathered 
two coup attempts and bitter 
squabbling within his coalition 
because he is seen as the only 
political figure with the support 
of the military and the monar- 
chy. 

Former Prime Minister K.uk- 
rit Pramoj, of royal anoeslry him- 
self, said Prem’s favour with the 
king is no greater than most 
other prime ministers serving 
under King Bhumibol during his 
42-year reign. 

“Prem knows that he can last 
longer if he gives the impression 
of being the royal favourite.'' 
Kukril said in an interview. 

But “whenever the king goes 
anywhere, Prem must be there to 
welcome him," Kukril said. 
“The king doesn't say a word to 
Prem. who slays around the 
whole time trying to get a nod or 
the acknowledgement of the 1 
king.” 

Coalition 

The king, however, remains 
officially above politics. 

More than 20 official parties 
are contesting the 357 seats at 
stake. No single party is likely to 
win more than 100 seats, making 
a multi-party coalition almost 
inviiable. 

Opposition parties, like the 
government coalition, have 
failed to agreeon campaign co- 
operation or on a candidate for 
prime minister. 

Few leaders bogged down in 
their faction-ridden parties are 
seen as having prime ministerial 
stature. But Prem’s aloof per- 
sonal style and his refusal to seek 
election have turned many 
against him. The academics' 
petition was followed by attacks 
by the National Lawyers 
Association and student groups.

WASHINGTON: Socialists to- 
day are likely to be following a 
moderate capitalist agenda. 

That's a thesis offered by Paul 
Craig Roberts, a former assistant 
secretary of the Treasury during 
President Reagan’s first term, 
now at the Centre for Strategic 
and International Studies of 
Georgetown University in 
Washington. 

There's some evidence to sup- 
port such a generalization. 

In France, President Francois 
Mitterrand, re-elected to a 
second term, has said repeatedly 
that he will not revert to a doc- 
trinaire socialist policy. Nor wfll 
he raise income taxes. He will 
continue with the deregulation of 
his country's financial industry. 

Across the F-n gKsh Phann^ 

the Labour Party's policy review* 
group recently suggested a 
derided turn to the middle in 
party strategy. The party, if it 
accepts the draff report's far-rea- 
ching overhaul of policy, srill 
reject re-nationakzation of 


industries privatized by Mar- 
garet Thatcher's Conservative 
government The report instead 
calls for tougher regulation of 
major utilities. It suggests 
promoting the competitiveness 
of British companies. 

Of course, Thatcher now talks 
of running for a fourth term of 
office stretching well into the 
'1990s. Even with a more pro- 
capitalist platform, the Labour' 
Party 'could remain in opposi- 
tion. 

Defeat 

In West Germany, the govern- . 
ing conservative Christian 
Democrat Party has suffered a 
defeat in its traditional northern 
stronghold of Schleswig-Hol- 
stein at the hands of the opposi- 
tion Social Democrats. But a 
sandal in that state gave the 
■election some aspects of a special 
circumstance. 

In the United States, neither 
the Democrats nor Republicans 
.would dare advocate socialism 
or even European-styk social 
democracy. In fact, however. 


American government, with its 
various serial measures, actually 
practices a weak form of social 
democracy. 

All Western governments 
have what academics call “mixed 
economies,” with the proportion 
of the economy going through 
the government varying from 
about 28 per cent (Japan) to 61 
per cent (Sweden). All levels of 
US government use about 36 per 
cent of national output Eitber.a 
President George Bush or a 
President Michael Dukakis will 
remain thoroughly capitalist 
though probably could be expec- 
ted to move toward the economic 
centre from the strong conservat- 
ism of President Reagan. 

Controls 

In each of these democracies, 
the desire to win an election tends 
to move major parties toward the 
middle, away from ideology. The ■ 
result notes Dr Roberts, is that 
citizens often complain that 
there isn’t “a dime’s difference” 
between the presidential can- 
didates.

Brought together at a special 
Arab summit, in Algiers last 
week, the leaden of Algeria, 
Morocco, Tunisia, Mauritania 
and Libya derided after a one- 
hour meeting on Friday to 
entrust a committee with a man- 
date to find ways to achieve 
union.

New doubts surface about Ligachev’s role ahead of conference

MOSCOW, (Reuter): The role of 
politburo member Yegor Uga- 
chev has become the subject of 
new speculation in the tense run- 
up to this month's Communist 
Party conference on Kremlin, 
reform, the major event of the 
Soviet political year. 

With just over two weeks 
remaining before the conference 
opens on June 28, some analysts 
believe Ligachev may have lost 
the ideology portfolio which 
made him number two to 
Kremlin leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev for the past three years. 

Divided 

But others say no dear signs 
have emerged of aloss of prestige 
for Ligachev. At least publidy, 
they say, Gorbachev appears 
concerned to portray his 
deputy's post as secure. . 

“As for comrade Ligachev and 1 
his retirement that problem is 
simply non-existent" Gorba- 
chev declared as the superpower 
summit drew to a dose early this 
month. 

His statement at a nationally 


televised news conference, 
reprinted "ui the party newspaper 
Pravda, reached a mass Soviet 
audience. But it failed to quell 
speculation that Ligachev, with- 
out retiring, may have been 
downgraded. 

Western sources with links to 
the party say Ligachev’s func- 
tions appear to have been divided 
between politburo member Alex- 
ander Yakovlev and Central 
Committee secretary Georgy 
Razumovsky, with Gorbachev 


According to this theory, Yak- 
ovlev — one of Gorbadiev’s 
closest allies — has taken over 
full responsibility for the media 
and Razumovsky commands 
party organisational matters. 

This would put Razumovsky 
in charge of organizing the four- 
day conference, which is due to 
discuss deep reform of the Soviet 
political system. 

In the run-up to the con- 
ference, the struggle between 
party reformers and con- 
servatives has quickened, giving 
new urgency to the question of 
which forces will prevail. 

Ligachev, 67, is viewed by 


progressive Soviet intellectuals 
as a conservative whose cautious 
approach to change baa made 
him a beacon for opponents of 
the reform drive. 

Many of these opponents 
work within the party apparatus^ 
Their resistance to change has 
built up as Gorbachev forges 
ahead with moves which would 
cut thdr privilege and -power. 

Among the most controvwrial 
reforms on the. conference 
agenda is a proposal to limit 
party officials to two five-year 
terms in office, ending the Soviet 
tradition of posts for life. 

Local party leaders fiercely, 
opposed to such a move put up a 
strong fight last month during 
the election of conference 
delegates. In many Soviet 
regions, they engineered (he 
rejection of leading backers of 
reform as delegates. 

Wdl-infoimed sources say the 
ruling politburo riposted by 


efeetpro-refonn Moscow-based 
politicians and intellectuals as 
conference delegates. 

As regional lists were publi- 
shed last week, the number of 


ardent reformers known to be 
conference delegates swelled. 

■ They range from Foreign Min- 
ister Eduard Shevardnadze, elec- 
ted in his native Georgia, to outs- 
poken editor Vitaly Korotich, 
elected in the Kherson region of 
the Ukraine. 

Controversial 

• But by far the most con trover- 1 
sial delegate elected in a for-flung 
province was Boris Yeltsin, the 
fiery former Moscow city party 
chief Hiamismri- fo disgrace last 
November for complaining that 
reform was proceeding too. 
slowly. 

Yeltsin, 57, was elected in 
Karelia oh May 28. two days 
before he publicly denounced 
Ligachev as an opponent of 
change and called for his. 
removal His remark ton Wes- 
tern interviewer prompted Gor- 
bachev's defence, of Ligachev 
two days later. . . . . 

But analysts say Yeltsin must 
have hnrf some hint that his con- 
troversial remarks would not be 
totally unacceptable to Gorba- 
chev and his reformist colleagues 
in the leadership.

LONDON, (Reuter): Savile 
Row. for years the centre of 
exclusive men's tailoring, is 
worried about losing its ground 
as the world centre of 
upmarket, understated 
elegance. 

Since 1835. some of 
England's finest master tailors 
have stationed themselves in 
Savile Row and its surrounding 
lanes in London's fashionable 
West End. shaping bespoke 
suits to fit the eccentric, the rich 
and the famous. 

Napoleon 111, Mikhail Gor- 
bachev. Ringo Starr, Winston 
Churchill and the late British 
spy Guy Burgess are just a few 
of the diverse figures whose 
clothes have been made on the 
high-status streeL 

The Japanese noun forsuit is 
simply 'Savile Row,' a measure 
of the sartorial dash it cuts 
across foreign fashion lines. 

But the craftsmen whose 
burgeoning businesses once 
edged London's doctors out of 
the area and into Harley Street 
fear changes last year to com- 
mercial property legislation 
will force them to scatter across 
the British capital — and Lon- 
don would lose its pull as one of 
the few cities in the world where 
fine tailors are located in a sin- 
gle centre. 

This year’s centenary 
celebrations of the Federation 
of Merchant Tailors are also 
tempered by worries about the 
rise of the pound against the 
dollar, which is depressing US 
sales. 

Although the Savile Row 
suit deliberately spells well- 
bred Englishness. most cus- 
tomers are foreigners these 
days. 

Of the merchant tailors’ 27 
million pound (50 million 
dollar) sales last year, 18 
million pounds (34 million 
dollars) came from overseas, 1 5 
million pounds (28 million 
dollars) of that from the United 
States. 

As sterling has risen so has 
the US price of ordering a bes- 
poke suit from a London tailor. 
Federation president Robert 
Brightesti mates that in the first 
three months of this year US 
safes fell by nearly a fifth. 

It takes more Lhao 40 
measurements, 50 hours and 90 
steps to make a suit which can 
cost anything between 500 and 
U00 pounds (950 and 2,300 
dollars). 

The Federation’s vice- 
president Leonard Logsdail,

quadruple rents and local taxes 
when their leases come up for 
renewal. 

Logsdail said rents are 
usually renewed in periods of 
between five and twelve years. 

“No one has been forced out 
of the Savile Row area yet, but I 
think you will start to see the 
effects of the changes within the 
next four or five years.” 

He said smaller firms might 
have to amalgamate to cut their 
rent bills andlarger companies 
could rent part of their 
premises to individual tailors. 

The property changes also 
mean the tailors* premises 
could be redeveloped into 
office space, which is at a 
premium in central London. 

Ironically. Logsdail said the 
development of the financial 
services sector in the mid-1980s 
boosted the tailoring business 
which has been slowly declining 
since the advent of ready-to- 
wear fashion in the 1920s. 

Logsdail said several small 
workshops in London's Soho 
area which manufacture for 
Savile Row tailors have already 


said it took about five years to 
train tailors before they could 
make a garment on their own. 

“When a neWctient comes in, 
from the time they walk 
through the door we try to act 
as though we’ve known them 
forever and will know them 
forever. 

“Because they’re spending a 
lot of money, we spend a lot of 
time with them,” Logsdail said. 

Abolished 

His and many other large 
tailoring companies make 
regular shies trips to the United 
States, working out of hotel 
rooms where they measure cus- 
tomers and take orders. 

Along with Englishmen 
whose families have had the 
same tailor for generations, 
some foreigners prefer to visit 
the Savile Row area in person. 

But property reforms last 
year abolished the 'light indus- 
trial space,' category which 
covered the Savile_ Row area, 
and the tailors* premises are 
now classified as ‘office space* 
— a change which could 


had to close because of 
redevelopment. 

“We sent a delegation to urge 
(Environment Secretary) 
Nicholas Ridley not to bring in 
the new property legislation, 
but be was quite rude. 

“He said something like 
‘Why can’t you be the same 
price as the Hong Kong tailors 
where I buy my suits," Logsdail 
said. 

Angus Cundey, whose 
tailoring company Henry 
Poole and Co. was the first on 
Savile Row, said London 
tailoring would lose its unique 
appeal if the craftsmen were 
forced out of the area. 

“Our whole existence here 
started through the need for a 
tailor to be near his customer. 
This is still so today. The large 
important hotels nearby like 
Claxidges all feed us with cus- 
tomers,” Cundey said. 

“There are many, many

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Conserving the lemurs of Madagascar

DURHAM. N.C.: For 165 
million years after the island of 
Madagascar tore loose from 
the African continent, 
creatures living thereevolvedin 
isolation from the larger world. 
Birds, plants, and animals that 
were eliminated by competition 
elsewhere flourished in the 
forests. Gentle, primitive 
lemurs were the only primates 
to emerge. 

Today, two-thirds of the rain 

forest has been cleared for pas- 
ture land and fuel. With their 
habitat gone, these creatures, 
found nowhere else on earth, 
arc disappearing. Scientists 
believe that if present trends 
continue, many of the 40 
known subspecies oflemurs on 
Madagascar, the world's 
fourth-la rgest island, will be 
extinct by the year 2000. 

But man can protect as well 
as destroy. Scientific curiosity, 
economic incentives, and 
man’s sense of affinity with all 
life have joined to protect the 
future of Madagascar's 
treasures. 

Madagascar, about twice the 
size of Arizona, now has I i 
nature reserves. With help from 
the Duke University Primate 
Centre in Durham, N.C.. and 
the World Wildlife Fund it is 
establishing its third national 
park. Officials hope that the 
preserves can attract foreign 
visitors and generate income 
for the country. 

"Our first priority is to save 
what is left of the habitat - to 
establish the parks on 
Madagascar." says Elwyn 
Simons, a paleontologist and 
the director of the Duke 
primate centre. This year the 
centre signed an accord with 
the island government for a 
joint programme of conserva- 
tion, education. and research to 


help prevent extinction of the 
lemurs. 

Hunting and logging are still 
widespread in the preserves, 
and game wardens lack funds 
and vehicles eo combat the 
pressures of an expanding 
population. Eighty per cent of 
Madagascar's 10 million peo- 
ple live by hunting and farming. 
Many do not know that lemurs 
and other creatures are unique 
to the island. 

As a "second line of 
defence" the Duke primate 
centre has bred the world's lar- 
gest colony of lemurs in cap- 
tivity. Scientists hope that 
someday they may be able to 
release the captive-bred 
animals safely in their natural 
home. 


With their primitive and- 
sometimes disturbing resem- 
blance to man, lemurs inspire a 
range of responses from man. 
Their apposable thumbs 
(similar to man's), gripping 
hands, and fingernails look 
uncannily human. 

On Madagascar, the erect 
and child-size Western sifaki 
lemurs are protected by the 
local belief that they are “men 
of the forest.” But ihe noctur- 
nal aye-aye lemurs are feared as 
an omen of death and often are 
killed on sight. 

Apart from their historical 
significance, lemurs fascinate 
scientists with their diversity. 
On Madagascar, they have 
evolved into 13 genera, 26* 
species, and 40 known sub- 
species. The smallest, the 
mouse lemur, is the size of a 
newborn kitten. The indiri is 
about the size of a three-year- 
old child. Some species are noc- 
turnal and other diurnal, some 
arboreal and others terrestrial, 
some vegetarian and others 
omnivorous. 

Lemurs are also noted for 
their generally gentle 



take lemurs from their natural 
habitat The centre is able to 
breed lemurs much faster than 
they would naturally repro- 
duce in the arduous conditions 
of the wild. About 90 percent of 
the 537 lemurs at the primate 
centre were bom in the last 17 
years. 

.Research 
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All the centre's research is 
benign, designed to monitor 
the behaviour, health, and 
reproductive cycles of-the cap- 
tive animals and learn their 
needs.

might do for your own chil- 
dren.” says Dr Simons, adding 
that most of the scientists who 
work with the lemurs “feel they 
are very beautiful and very gen- 
tle and vulnerable because they 
are so endangered.” 

When a new lemur is brought 
to the centre, it is kept indoors 
and carefully watched for its 
tastes and preferences. Its 
choice of foods includes bam- 
boo grown in the North 
Carolina forest, mango, 
mimosa, sumac, and tropical 
fruits. Walls of the indoor 
enclosures are painted 
green arid crisscrossed wi 
branches and kudzu vines.

behaviour, “their calm attitude 
about life,” says Pat Wright, an 
anthropologist who is 
associated with the Duke cen- 
tre. “ Sometimes I think it

Outdoors, ringtailed and 
ruffed lemurs live in four 
natural habitat enclosures of 
one to 12 acres. Here scientists 
monitor how closely the 
behaviour of captive-born 
animals resembles that of those 
bom in the wild. 

Unlike chimpanzees, which 
have to be taught basic skills 
when returned to wild, lemurs 
act in largely instinctive ways, 
says Kay Izard, a reproductive 
psychologist. Even captive- 
bom lemurs find as many as 20 
types of plants they can eat in 
the North Carobna forest. 
They avoid poisonous plants

acclimatization, 
they could adapt to rf free life in 
Madagascar, Dr Izard believes. 

To make that return possi- 
ble, scientists from the Duke 
primate centre are helping to 
plan education programmes 
for the island’s schoolchildren 
and setting up a captive-breed- 
ing programme in a zoo on the 
-island. Pat Wright is working 
-with villages to develop alter- 
natives to logging and hunting' 


in Lhe forests. 

“The government of Mada- 
gascar is well aware now of the 
importance of their wildlife.'' 
says anthropologist Wright, 
who believes that the day will 
come when lemurs can be retur- 
ned to their natural home. Then 
the peaceful and exotic 
creatures will again lounge in 
tops of 65-foot bamboo and 
warm themselves in the bright 
Madagascar sun.

‘Extinct’ bird found on Pacific island

CHATHAM Islands: Sear- 
chlights stab the windswept 
night over one of the world's 


loneliest groups of islands, 
hunting for a bud 


that is on 
international lists of endan- 
gered species. - 

The bird is the taiko, one of 
the rarest forms of petrels in the 
world. For a century it was 
thought extinct until specimens 
were once again found on these 
storm-tossed islands 800 
kilometres southeast of and 
part of New Zealand. 

Petrels live over the oceans, 
feeding on squid and fish. They 
only need come ashore to 
breed, laying their eggs in the 
ground. 

New Zealand naturalists 
have clubbed together in a 
project to find the breeding 
grounds of the taiko. so that 
ihe> can be protected from the 
rut ages of wild cats, boars, rats 
and opossums — foreign 
animals given a foothold here 
last century by man. 

Signal 

Suddenly a shadow flaps 
through the searchlight beam 
and excitement breaks out in 
our camp Hanking the Tuku 
Valley. Sodden faces perk up

To no avail. The taiko. if 
such it was. was too fast, too 
mobile to let 1 tself be dazzled by 
the lights.

camps. 

A camp on the south shore of 
the main island, two hours 


away by foot through the wil- 
derness. was the first to pick up 
the incoming taiko. No miracle 
this. The taikos are kitted out 
with tiny radio transmitters 
clipped to their tail feathers. 

“We've got a signal on 
frequency 206 point 4, weak. 
No. it's getting stronger, com- 
ing in from the southwest.” 
crackles a voice in English out 
of the CB. Excitement breaks 
out anew-. 

“We’ve got a taiko petrel 
coming in. southwesterly direc- 
tion. at approximately 1 10 
degrees.” comes another broad 
New Zealand accent, this lime 
from the yacht Totorore cruis- 
ing just offshore. 

Srconds later it reports a new 
position on the bird, flying in to 
landfall from a day over the 
chilly southern Pacific. 

A third post, on Mangere 
Island, comes on the air. 
They've got a trace on 
frequency 260. 1 . This is u taiko 


invasion. 

Down at base camp, Geordie 
abandons cutting up a wild 
boar he has shot. Anne, tired 
out from a day of divim> off- 
shore for succulent crayfish, is 
shaken awake in her sleeping 
bag. 

Two men are already push- 
ing their way through the giant 
ferns to Murphy’s Hill looking 
for where an incoming taiko 
has landed. 

A telemetry station at the 
base camp is busy processing 
the signals and getting a bear- 
ing on the landing site. 

Telemetry is the science of 
picking up data by radio. The 
whole operation depends on 10 
transmitters attached to birds 
in October, in the New Zealand 
springtime. The birds were 
brought down by catching 
Lhem in the searchlights, which 
sometimes disorient them. 

Days of waiting, of hopes, of 
disappointment pass. Then 


word goes out that our top 
man, Mike, still hasn't come 
back. M>ke is a veteran of 
expeditionsinto the bushof this 
bleak island. 

At two in the morning, a 
voice comes out of the radiah*u 

“This is fadan<£? it says, the

Itis the firetsuccess after nine 
years and nine months of sear- . 
dung, after days of combing 
the steep, muddy sides of the 
upper Tuku Valley where the 
radio signals fixed the approx- 
imate site. 

That is only the beginning of 
our work. Now the wildlife 
lovers have to shelter the bird 
from the animals that may prey 
on it. 

Once the taiko bred in vast 
colonies. Hundreds of birds 
could be caught and cooked for 
feasts among the island's native 
Maoris. Today there are 
estimated to be just 70 taiko 
birds left. 

This selfless service on behalf 
of a m usky-smellmg bird a little 
over 30 centimetres long is 
provided by rangers of the New 
Zealand Wildlife Service and 
dozens of volunteers from all 
walks of life.

MINOXIDIL MAY REVERSE 
MALE PATTERN BALDNESS 


QUESTION: I am losing my hair veiy 
rapidly these days. I am young and I don't 
want to buy hairpieces or have implants. 1 
have heard there is a new medication used to 
prevent baldness. Can it help me? 

ANSWER: Back in the early 1980s a drug 
used for the control of severe high blood 
pressure was found to have, as a side effect, 
the increase or hair growth on the face and 
cars and in some people the reversal of male 
pattern baldness. How this drug (it’s called 
minoxidil) works remain a mystery but it is 
believed to aid in hair growth by increasing 
blood flow to the scalp and thereby stimulat- 
ing new hair development. While initial 
excitement led to great interest in the further 
pursuit of this side effect, it did not sig- 
nificantly alter baldness in all patients. The 
drug does seem to work best when applied 
directly 10 the scalp and in those with small 
areas where hair loss has occurred recently. 
Hair growth reaches its maximum rate dur- 
ing the first year of use but is considerably 
less in subsequent years and seems to cease

QUESTION: I’m frightened and con- 
fused by all the talk and all I read. Please tell 
me, is every breast lump a cancer? 

ANSWER: Absolutely not! But you must 
suspect every breast lump to be cancerous 
until diagnosed as something else, so that no 
problems are overlooked and allowed to 
progress without proper attention. Remem- 
ber that breast cancer strikes one out of 10 
women in this country . If you have a family 
history of the disease, you must be par- 
ticularly watchful. Having no ramily history 
of breast cancer, however.doesn'tletyou off 
the hook. Eighty-five per cent of the women 
ages 35 to 50 who have breast cancer ha ve no 
family history of the disease. Take the 
aggressive route by doing monthly breast 
self-examination, and report any changes to 
your doctor. With your doctor's help, the 
problem can be fully evaluated. 

About half the women of child-bearing 
age have lumpy, bumpy breasts. The lumps 
can be caused by a variety of conditions, but 
the most common is sometimes called 
“fibrocystic disease." This term is being 
used less and less because the condition is a 


normal one and many feel it is inaccurate to 
characterise' it as a “disease." Instead, the 
lumps and thickenings are the breast tissue’s 
normal response to the body's monthly hor- 
monal fluctuations. This may continue after 
menopause if hormonal replacement is 
used. 

There is no proof that women with 
fibrocystic breasts are more prone to cancer! 
however, the danger is that they may have a 
cancerous lump that goes undetected. 
Women with difficult-to-examine breasts 
may avoid the important monthly task of 
breast self-examination, because they are 
confused about what they are feeling; litis is 
understandable, but it's not smart Examine 
your breasts the same day of your cycle each 
month, after your period. If you don’t know 
how to perform the exam properly, call the 
American Cancer Society or your doctor’s 
office. The key is doing regular, thorough 
examinations so that you know your breast- 
tissue and will identify changes in it. The 
new, low-dose mammograms are also 
excellent ways to diagnose breast cancer in 
its earliest, most treatable stages. 
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Malaysian 
crows 
become a 


menace-

KLANG, Malaysia, (Reuter): 
The crows of Klang have worn 
out their welcome. 

Originally imported to 


devour pests plaguing crops 


near this Malaysian port town, 
the birds became a plague 
themselves. 

After several crow shoots 
which eliminated thousands of 
crows ^but brought protests 
from citizens, authorities resor- 
ted to traps. 

Over 68,000 of the big- 
beaked, black birds have been 
enticed into traps and killed in 
the past 40 months, said Jacob 
Chacko KJang’s chief health 
inspector. 

“We must keep trapping the 
crows since they keep multiply- 
ing,” be said. 

Chacko said trapping had 
proved a more effective and less 
controversial way than shoot- 
ing to control the town's crow 
problem, which dates from the 
beginning of this century.

When a large bird dropping 
landed on the limousine of a 
local dignitary, action had to be 
taken and 10.000 crows fell out 


of the sky during Klang's first

marten L fixture here. It's the 
cheapest way of getting rid of 
them,” he said. 

The history of klang's crows 
is one of the more bizarre exam- 
ples of Britain's colonial legacy 
m the South-East Asian nation. 

Klang officials, concerned 
that pests were destroying the 
local coconut crop, brought in 
a consignment of crows from 
another British colony, Ceylon 
(now Sri Lanka), where they 
had been feeding on the same 
pests with relish. 

The crows also proved to be 
good scavengers and helped 
ep Klang clean. 

But they multiplied 
prodigiously, ale other Dirds 
and when Klang unproved its 
refuse collection they became 
an increasing nuisance to the 
town’s inhabitants. . 

“You took your eyes off a 
piece of chicken for one second 
and a crow swooped down and 
pinched it,” said Chacko. 


crown shoot in 

Undeterred, the birds con- 
tinued to reproduce and further 
shoots, in which scores of gun- 
men fired at the hapless 
creatures over two days, took 
place in 1985 and 1986. 

Thousands of crows died but 
animal welfare groups and 
Klang residents complained. 

“Participants shot non-stop 
in the town centre. There was 
too much noise,” said Chacko, 
adding that dead crows were 
found on the streets several 
days after the shoots had 
ended. 

In December. 1984, three 
traps were placed in the town. 
There are now 22, located 
mainly near hospitals and 
schools, which attract crows 
because of the large quantities 
of discarded food. 


who each earn a basic monthly 
wage of 400 ringgit (80 dollars)

because they become too 
after eating crows. The snakes 
ore sold to local Chinese, who 
regard them as a delicacy. 

“I don’t enjoy killing crows 
but it’s my job,” Muthusamy 
said above the noise of more 
than 30 crows caught in one of 
the town’s most productive 
traps next to an abandoned 
abattoir. 

Klang’s 220,000 residents 
seem to approve of the traps. 

“Crow shoots were fun 
initially but they became quite 
dangerous. Gun pellets 
sometimes dropped onto our 
houses,” said Lee Mpn Kim 
who works in an electrical 
goodsshop. 

“There was no way of con- 
trolling the crows before. Traps 
are necessary," he said. 

Chacko takes credit for the 
success in trapping Klang’s 
gregarious crows. When empty 
traps were first placed in Klang, 
few birds were caught Chacko 
observed that crows who 
picked at the remains of his 
dogs' meals waited for one bird 
to swoop before arriving en 
masse.

PANG-LA.Thailand. (Reuter); 
Elephants may never forget but 
thev can make awful students. 

fake, for example. Phang 
Chaniad. a hefty 30- y ear-old 
and mother of one who has 
worked in Thailand's leak 

forests for much of her life. 

She has been on a refresher 
course at the young elephant 
training centre in northern 
Thailand for more than a year 
and still earns a sharp crack on 
[he head from her mahout for 
stubbomess in class. 

Phang Chantad is one of 43 
male and female elephants on 
the Pang-la logging courses. 
They go from elementary 

familiarisation with a mahout. 
or handler, through inter- 
mediate dragging and pushing 
to advanced carrying and pil- 


ing. 


One of Thailand.s two main 
elephant schools. Pang-la turns 
out graduates to work in the 
fast-dwindling forests, using 
their huge strength to clear 
valuable teak and eucalyptus 
logs. 

“Phang Chantad knows very 
well what she's supposed to do’ 
said chief trainer Nual Chaik- 
amleu, who spent may of his 56 
years squatting on an Ele- 
phant’s neck as a mahout. 

“But she ignores commands. 
When she has to start work she 
tries to run away. She is lazy. 
It’s because her previous 
mahout never imposed enough 
discipline when she was 
young," Nual said. 

Other elephants are model 
pupils, rarely deserving a smack 
on the skull with a mahout's 
khor, a wooden baton with a 
butcher's hook at one end. 
Most of the animals quickly 
master the 10 key commands 
barked out in the local dialect of 
this northern district. 

A one-year course is the min- 
imum. Classes start for frisky 
tots of four, still with tufts of 
downy hair on their head. 

Nual confirmed from his own 
experiences the legendary 
memory of an elephant, which 
is generally a gentle giant alth- 
ough it has no dbvious capacity 
for. genius. 

^“EtephaCrttk are easier teach . 
Everyone p hftvc - traiqed 
'$mem,6ers me. They remember 
everyone's smell.” he said. 

Thai elephants have a reputa- 
tion, like the Thai people, for 
calmness. Many are sent to 
neighbouring Malaysia where 
their equable spirit helps to 
relax their more excitable 


cousins. 

But even they are apt to lose 
control when males are over- 
come by sexual urges once a 
year*. 

‘When they are eager for sex 
they get very serious indeed, 
said Nual. Last year, a normally 
quite placid male killed its 
mahout at Pang-la when it 
became fired up in pursuit of a 
mate. 

Although there is still a role 
for the elephant in lo gg ing, the 
elimination of almost half of 
Thailand's thick forests in the 
last 25 years has reduced the 
demand for their skills. 

While there were about 
12.000 working elephants 10 
years ago, Nual reckoned there 
were now about 10,000. 

In fast-shrinking forest land, 
the elephant’s appetite for 
about 250 kg (550 pounds) of 
vegetation a day can prove an 
evironmental hazard in itself. 

Many forests are now desig- 
nated conservation areas and 
the reduction in logging has led 
to unemployment among some 
elephants, even in the prime of 
their working life. 

Several dozen enterprising 
owners have taken their ele- 
phants to Bangkok, where the 
our-lon beasts lumber around 
the busy streets, and. for a fee, 
pause to perform tricks or allow 
people to walk under their belly, 
a good-luck act. 

The elephant has always had 
a sacred place in Thai culture. A 
man’s rank was gauged by the 
number he owned and even 


today no big state occasion is 
with* 


complete without them. 

Many of those, honing their 
skills among the clifTs and lush 
forests of Pang-la are preparing 
to star, suitably enrobed, in 
ceremonies in Bangkok for the 
King's 60th birthday.

US President to ask summit partners to forge a unified stance 

^ Reagan calls for new effort to aid Afghanistan and Philippines 



WASHINGTON, June 14, 
(Reuter).' President Rea ga n yes-' 
terday challenged major Wes- 
tern industrialised nations to 
help the United States rebuild the 
shattered economies of Afghan- 
istan and the Philippines. 

Reagan, in a preview of his 
agenda for next week's Toronto 
economic summit, also for 
new ways to help sub-Saharan 
African nations reschedule 1 their 
massive foreign debts as part of a 
new initiative he called a ‘venture 
to progress.* 


Forge 

The President said he would 
ask his summit partners — the 
leaders of Britain, France, West 
V Germany, Italy, Canada" and 
Japan — to forge a unified stance 
at the so-called Uruguay round 
of trade negotiations by the end 
of this year. 

_*Tt*s time that we in the sum- 
mit nations forget about quitting 
time and join in a great ’venture 
to progress' — a joint venture 
that opens the international 
J marketplace and that also stren- 
glhens the weak links in the inter- 
national economy," Reagan said 
in a speech prepared for delivery 
to the Atlantic Council, a private 
- • institution that supports NATO. 

. “Let us join together to help 


restore the economies of two 
countries; one — the Philippines 
— a heroic democracy ravaged 
by Communist-led insurrection, 
the other — Afghanistan — a 
victim of brutal aggression," he 
said. 

Final 

The Toronto meeting of the 
seven major, industrialised 
nations from June 19 to 21 wfll be 
Reagan's final summit with his 
Western partners. He leaves 
’ office in January, 1989; after 
completing a maximum two 
terms as president 1 

He did not elaborate on his 
proposal to reconstruct the econ- 
omies of Afghanistan and the 
Philippines and was also vague 
on ms plan to relieve the debt 
burden of poorer African 
nations. 

“Let us join together in help- 
ing the countries of sub-Saharan 
Africa work oat their debt 
problems,” Reagan said. “We 
will take up their problems, as we 
have those of other debtor 
nations, on a case by case basis, 
working to ' develop economic 
policies that promote growth 
and opportunity:” 

Reagan did not specifically 
address a call by French 
President Francois Mitterrand 


two weeks ago for the summit 
partners to follow France's lead 
and forgive one third of the 
foreign debts of these African 
ss. 

a speech that stressed the 
growing interdependence of the 

said he hoped the Toronto meet- 
ing would agree on a common 
position to promote’ freer inter- 
national commerce and in par- 
ticular reduce farm subsidies. 

“Agriculhire is planted on the 
agenda of the Uruguay round of 
trade talks— as are the issues of 
establishing rules for trade in 
intellectual property, invest- 
ment, services, and the lowering 
of tariff and non-tariff trade 
barriers,” he said.

Noting that the trade negotia- 
tions, under the auspices of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs

The US leader said economic 
opportunities as well as the 
encouraging outcome of his 
recently concluded Moscow 
summit talks with Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev made him 
optimistic the world was on the 
threshold of “an economic and 
technological future immense 
with promise." 

He credited the performance 
of his administration over the 
past right years as being the driv- 


ing force behind an improving 
worldwide economic outlook. 

. “The industrial world — the 
entire world — is turning away 
from state control of economies 
and returning to the market 
place,” he said. “From India to 
Argentina, from Africa to China, 
and even in the Soviet Union, the 
shackles of state economic 
domination are beginning to 
loosen.” 

“The summit nations are 
working together as never before 
because our economies are tied 
together as never before,” he 
said. “In this global marketplace, 
industries around the world rise 
and fall together.” 

Reagan used much of his 
speech to extoll the virtues of his 
own economic policy of lowering 
tax rates, easing government 
regulation and otherwise 
encouraging US business invest- 
ment, and said be believes that 
many of the other industrialised 
democracies have begun to 
follow the US pattern. 

Consensus 

“This new consensus (on econ- 
omic growth strategy) has not 
only brought the economies of 
America, Britain, f-an«Ha and so 
many other countries roaring 
back, it also has opened the way 


for co-ordination of economic 
policy among the summit coun- 
tries that would have been unth- 
inkable just a few years ago,” he 
said. 

In his speech, the President 
made it clear he thinks the sum- 
mit partners should move with 
greater speed on the question of 
agricultural subsidies. 

“In no field do we have more 
weeding to do than agriculture, 
where subsidies cost the con- 
sumers and the taxpayers of 
Europe, North America and 
Japan $200 billion a year.” he 
said. 

The President noted that 
agriculture has been a principal 
item on the agenda of the so- 
called “Uruguay round” of trade 
talks, but said not enough has 
been accomplished there. 

Sdheduled 

“Those talks were scheduled 
to go for four years. They are 
now nearing the half-way point,” 
he said. “It’s time to narrow 
down and layoutspeciilcgoals.a 
road map and a timetable to the 
finish line. 

“In Toronto, we, the heads of 
the major industrial states, can 
push our ministers to have that 
job completed by year’s end. No 
excuses."

NEW YORK, June 14, (AP): 
Takeover strategist Carl C. 

- Icahn says he discussed a joint 
acquisition of Texaco Inc., the 
third -largest US oil company, 
with two Canadian oil concerns 
and that Citibank verbally 
agreed to finance such a deal. 

The disclosures were con- 
tained in a weekend deposition of 
Texaco's largest shareholder, the 
Wall Street Journal reported yes- 
terday. 

The deposition was part of 
escalating legal manoeuvres bet- 
ween Icahn and Texaco over his 
attempt to buy the company for 
$60 a share, which values it at 
$14.6 billion.

Japan increases foreign development aid 


TOKYO, June 14, (AP): Japan 

announced today a two-rold 

increase in foreign development 
.aid — to total more than $50 
billion over a five-year period 
ending in calendar year 1992 — 
in a bid to surpass the United 
States as the world's biggest aid 
donor. 

A Foreign Ministry official 
said Lhe amount, totalling “over 
$50 billion.” is twice that of the 
roughly $25 billion Japan gave in 
the past five years as aid, or 
Official Development Assistance 
(ODA).

Domichi told a news conference, 
adding that US foreign develop- 
ment aid totaled $9.6 billion in 
1986, the last year for which 
figures were available. 

He said Prime Minister 
Noboru Takeshi ta will elaborate 
on the new medium- term target, 
the fourth in a series, at the 
upcoming summit .of. seven 
industrial nations in Toronto, 
Canada, June 19-21 . 

The long-expected move, hin- 
ted by Takeshita during his 
recent European tour, replaced 
the original 1986-1992 plan that 
had set the ODA target at a lower 
$40 billion over a seven-year 
period.

Egypt and Venezuela agree 
to co-operate on debt, oil 


CAIRO, June 14, (Reuter): The 
leaders of oil exporters Egypt 
and Venezuela met in Cairo 
tod^y and agreed to cooperate, to 
try to stop crude prices falling. 

Presidents Hosni Mubarak of 
Egypt and Jaime Lusinchi of 
Venezuela also agreed co-opera- 
tion was needed on Third World 
debt ahead of this month’s 
Toronto economic summit of 
major industrialised countries. 
Information Minister Safwat 
Sharif said. 

Both nations are middle-rank- 
ing debtors. Venezuela owes 
about $30 billion and Egypt $40 
billion to foreign governments 
and banks. 

The two countries, which have 
no historic links and do no trade, 
signed an agreement to co- 
operate in a wide range of econ- 
omic fields, including energy. 

But, beyond agreement in 
principle, there was no sign that 
detailed strategy emerged from 


Lusinchi's only scheduled talks 
during a three-day state visit to 
Egypt. 

Oil ministers of the two coun- 
tries reviewed energy issues and 
oil pricing co-operation only two 
months ago before a meeting bet- 
ween members and non-mem- 
bers of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC). 

Venezuela belongs to OPEC, 
whose ministers are. now ham- 
mering out a new production 
agreement in Vienna. Non- 
OPEC Egypt believes in co- 
operating with the organisation 
and played a leading role in non- 
OPEC talks which preceded the 
conference with OPEC. 

Sharif said Mubarak and 
Lusinchi saw eye-to-eye on most 
world and regional issues, 
including threats to peace and 
disarmament, Afghanistan, 
Central America and African 
problems. 


Arab oil revenues decline 


MANAMA, June 14, (UPI): 
Arab oil revenues last year were 
60 per cent lower than in 1983, 
and oil prices are expected to 
remain in the $15 to 18 a barrel 
range until the early nineties, 
after which they are expected to 
rise, an official report carried in a 
specialised newsletter said yes- 
terday. 

The revenue decline most 
affected Saudi Arabia, whose oil 
income decreased from $53.84 
billion in 1983 to $2 1.1 6 billion in 
1987, and Algeria, whose oil 
income fell from $12 billion in 
1983 to $4.54 billion in 1987, 
according to the Organisation of 
Arab Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OAPEC) 14th annual 
report released this week. 

Oil demand 

The report forecasts oil 
demand will increase at an 
annual average of 500,000 
barrels a day in the coming few 
years, a rise of one to two per cen t 

annuall y. 

But it notes this situation 


could improve if the Organisa- 
tion of Economic Cooperation 
and Development ‘(OECD) 
countries remove restrictions on 
oil consoumption such as penal- 
ties on the use of fuel oil in power 
stations and new taxqs on 
gasoline. 

The report, excerpts of which 
were earned in the Nicosia-based 
weekly Middle East Economic 
Digest, predicted oil prices will 
“continue to fluctuate in the $1 5- 
18 a barrel range until the early 
nineties, after which they arc 
expected to rise." 

MEED said the combination 
of these developments has forced 
Arab oil-producing states to 
make drastic cuts in their public 
budgets, according to OAPEC 
statistics, particularly in Saudi 
Arabia. 

Expenditure in the kingdom 
fell from $7 1.26 billion in 1983 to 
.$31.32 billion in 1987, and in 
Kuwait where they declined 
from $8.8 billion to $6. 18 billion 
over the same period. 


Crude oil production in the 
eleven member countries of 
OAPEC Algeria, Bahrain. 
Egypt, Iraq, Kuwait, Libya, 
Qatar, Saudi Arabia, Syria, Tun- 
isia and the UAE fell to 12.22 
million barrelsadayin 1987 from 
J2.65 million barrels a day in 
1986, a decline of 23.2 per cent 
over the previous year. 

MEED said the largest drop 
was registered in Saudi Arabia 
with 16.6 per oenL 

Reserves 

Proved crude oil reserves in the 
OAPEC countries, however, 
increased to 502.8 billion barrels 
at the end of 1987, up 22.4 per 
cent from 410.7 billion barrels in 
1986. 

This represented 56.7 per cent 
of the world's reserves while 
natural gas reserves in the 
OAPEC countries also rose by 
4.7 per cent from 20,417 billion 
cubic metres in 1986 to 21,377 
cubic metres at the end of 1987, 
or 19.9 per cent of world gas 
reserves. 




Canadian Wheat Board signs 
rescheduling deal with Egypt 


CAIRO, June 14, (Reuter): The 
Canadian Wheat Board has 
broken a log-jam in Egypt's debt 
rescheduling talks with seven 
WesLern- governments but 
arguments over interest rates are 
continuing with other creditors, 
diplomats said today. 

They said the slow pace of the 
bilateral talks could delay, but 
not block, an expected Egyptian 
request to the Paris Club of 
creditor governments for fresh 
rescheduling of an estimated $5 
billion in instalments due from 
July 1. 

Responsible 

Canadian officials said the 
Winnipeg-based wheat board, 
responsible for wheat exports, 
.signed an agreement last Thurs- 
day to reschedule payments due 
from January 1987 to next 
month. 

They declined to reveal the 
amount involved but said 
payments to the wheat board for- 
med the biggest part of Canada's 
$ 1 50 to 200million rescheduling 
with Egypt. 

The Canadian International 
Development Agency (CIDA) 
had also agreed with Cairo on 
rescheduling up to $10 million 
hut the loan-guarantor Export 


Development Corporation was 
still negotiating on at least $40 
million in instalments. 

Diplomats said Canada's par- 
tial accord was the first since 
April between Egypt and any of 
the 1 7 Paris Club creditors which 
agreed in principle last year to 
rewrite 1 8 months of Egyptian 
instalments. 

Up to the end of April, Cairo 
had signed 10 accords for $4.7 
billion with individual govern- 
ments, including the two biggest 
creditors, France and the United 
States. 

But talks on more than SI 
billion in reschedulings have 
hung fire while creditors resist 
Egypt's insistence on the lowest 
available interest rates. 

Apart from Canada, those still 
negotiating are Switzerland (on 
about $320 million), Japan (309 
m illion), Australia (2 1 4 million), 
Britain (1 80 million), Sweden (50 
million) and Norway- (19 
million). 

Egypt, with a total foreign 
debt or more than $43 billion, is 
considered certain to seek fresh 
rescheduling of payments from 
July I until lhe end ofl 989, unof- 
ficialJy estimated at $5 billion or 
more. 


Western donors expected to finalise aid package for Indonesia 


JAKARTA, June. 14, (Reuter): 
Western aid donors meeting in 
the Hague are expected to final- 
ise a multi-billion dollar aid 
package to help Indonesia meet 
its mounting debts. 

Some bankers and govern- 
ment officials now. appear to 
believe that longer-term solu- 
tions are needed to tackle the 
country’s rising extonal debt, 
now the largest in Asia. 

Finance Minister Johannes 
Sumarlin proposed in a speech 
last week three measures that 
Japan, Indonesia’s main trading 
partner and foreign investor, 
could . adopt to alleviate part of 
the problem. 

Option 

He said Japan could convert 
all or part or existing debt into 
grams, it could switch future 
commitments from loans to 
outright grants or it could 
provide Indonesia with the 
option of repaying loans at the 
exchange rate prevailing when 
the loans were originally signed. 

Sumarlin said the most 
favoured option, which should 
be considered urgently by 
Tokyo, was the third. 

He estimated backdating 
interest levels could save Indon- 
esia $1.5 billion in debt 
repayments this year alone. 


The World Bank forecast 
Indonesia’s total external debt 
would rise to $50 billion at the 
end of 1988, against 47.3 billion 
in 1987and$32.1 billion in 1985. 

Much of the rise is a result of 
the rapid appreciation of the 
Japanese currency because one 
third of Indonesia's official debt 
is denominated in yen. 

Surprise 

The suggestions took most 
bankers and diplomats by surpr- 
ise. 

“It's difficult io accept,” said a 
Japanese embassy spokesman in 
Jakarta, when asked if Tokyo 
would consider allowing Jakarta 
to repay debt at earlier exchange 
rates. 

“This has. been proposed 
privately by the Indonesians in 
Tokyo and we said it is totally 
against normal lending prac- 
tice.” 

A Western diplomat said: 
“The biggest problem for Indon- 
esia is that this rise in'their debt 
repayments is eating up about a 
third of their state budget, but is 
totally beyond their control 
because most ofit is the result not 
of new borrowing but of the rise 
in the value of the yen. 

Japan takes half oflndonesia's 
oil output and many Indonesian 
officials believe it would be in 


Tokyo’s interest to grant 
President Suharto’s government 
the breathing space needed to get 
the .economy in order. 

“Indonesia is not asking for a 
hand-out from Japan, but simply 
a significant gesture of under- 
standing on the part of ‘an old 
brother , the Jakarta Post said in 
an editoriaL 

The suggestions were the first 
publicly presented proposals for 
easier debt repayment terms 
made by Indonesia, the largest 
country in South-East Asia with 
a population of 175 million. 

Sumarlin .presented them 
ahead of the meeting in- the 
Hague today and tomorrow of 
Indonesia’s main aid donors, 
who have helped underpin 
President Suharto’s military- 
backed government for the past 
2ftyears. 

. Assistance 

The .World Bank is proposing 
that the 1 4 donors, which include 
Japan, the US and several Wes- 
tern . European countries, 
increase their aid package to $3.6 
billion in the present financial 
year which ends in March, from 
$3-19 billion pledged in assis- 
tance and soft loans last year. 

Japan has already announced 
its assistance to Indonesia would 


total $2.3 billion in the current 
financial year, up from $1.23 
billion last year. 

Around half or this will be 
channelled through the donors’ 
organisation known as the Inter- 
Govemmental Group on Indon- 
esia (IGGI), which also includes 
major lending institutions such 
as the World Bank and the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund. 

Diplomats knowledgeable 
about IGGI said they expected 
pledges to exceed the World 
Bank recommendation. 

Affected 

Most of the donors are sym- 
pathetic to Indonesia's position, 
they said. 

“Indonesia's been one of the 
models of a Thrid World country 
doing what the lending institu- 
tions want often before they say 
it,” said a diplomat who will 
attend the Hague meeting. “We 
can’t let them down now.” 

Indonesia, a member of the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC), 
was affected badly by the 1986 
crash in world oil prices, which 
coincided with the rise in the 
value of the yen and lhe fall of the 
dollar.

Coca-Cola probed for 
business deal with Soviets 


ATLANTA, Georgia, June 14, (Reuter): .4 US grand jury hra« 
subpoenaed records of Coca-Cola to determine whether the 
company paid bribes to do business in the Soviet Union. the 
Atlanta Constitution newspaper reported on Saturday Coca- 
Cola said allegations of bribery in connection with its business in 
the Soviet Union were ‘ridiculous.’ In a copyright story, the 
Constitution said company records were subpoenaed by a federal 
jury in Atlanta which is probing whether Coca-Cola bribed 
persons in Che Soviet Union to obtain permission to sell its cola 
products there. A grand jury is a panel of citizens that determines 
whether prosecutors have sufficient evidence to bring charges. I S 
Attorney (prosecutor) Robert Barr could not be reached for 
comment. But Coca-Cola spokesman Randy Donaldson '•aid, 
“any allegation or wrongdoing related to our business wirh the 
Soviet Union is ridiculous. It does not even warrant a denial." 
Under the 1977 Foreign Corrupt Practices Act. it is illegal for 
Americans to bribe foreign officials as a means of establishing | 
business relationships. The newspaper reported that Atlanta- 
based Coca-Cola was served with subpoenas within the past 
month requesting all documents relating to its 1986 agreement 
with the Kremlin. The constitution said it rerch ed its information 
from sources who would not reveal the initial source nf the 
allegation made to prosecutors. 

But, it reported, the sources said the charges had not been made 
by any of Coca-Cola’s competitors. Prior to the 1986:igriTnwnt.

China’s industrial output to 
grow in first three quarters 

BEIJING, June 14, (AP): China’s industrial output r* r \ peered 
to grow 163 per cent and inflation may creep up to 1 3 per -.-enf ir 
the first three quarters of this year, an official report predicted 
today. The China Daily quoted Wu Minglu, economist fur the 
National Research Centre for the Development of Science and 
Technology, as saying industrial output will reach 874.0 billion j 
yuan ($236 billion) in the first nine months of the year. Ift the first | 
four months of 1988, China’s industrial output value nr^ 16.‘>p*r 
cent, hitting a two-year high in April or 17.9 per cent higher than 
the same month last year. The Chinese government has responded 
by trying to clamp down on credit and limit new constm-tinn 
projects. The high growth rate, led by expansion of light induslrv. 
has strained government finances and depleted scarce raw 
materials needed for key heavy industry projects. 

In 1987. industrial output rose 16Ji per cent while the Grow 
National Product grew by 9.4 percent. China’s cummoditv retail 
volume was up 23.1 per cent and retail prices rose 10.7 per cent in 
die first quarter of the year, both highs for the past few years. Wu 
said moves to end price controls over more commodities will 
continue to fuel inflation, forcing it to 12 per cent in the second 
quarter and 13 per cent in the third. Chinese economists regard 
inflation, spurred by rising consumer demand and the removal of 
price controls on some food products, as the most serious issue 
facing the nation's economic reforms. 

Soviet electronic goods on 
display at Polish trade fair 

WARSAW, June ^(APJcThe Soviet Union has pu» on a display 
of its electronic prowess at the Poznan International Fair. 
Poland's oldest and largest trade event, according to the official 
PAP news agency. In more than 3,000 exhibits, the Soviets 
emphasised the need for introducing microelectronics into indus- 
try. The Soviet brought out their la rest personal computers as well 
as computer-controlled machine took. Poland followed its lar- 
gest trading partner’s cue with an exhibit of its latest televisions, 
radios and loudspeakers. Polish trade offidak hope that export of 
such products will help reduce the country’s 339 billion debt. 
“Exports permit die improvement of the balance of payments 
which k very tense owing to Poland's foreign debt.” Prune 
Minister Zbigniew Messner was quoted by PAP as telling fair 
participants at the opening on Sunday in this city 300 kilometres 
(180 miles) west of Warsaw. But Wladyslaw Gwiazda. minister 
for foreign economic relations, warned that Poland current leir-i 
of exports does not meet its potential or its need, the agency said 
Organisers say more than 4,200 exhibitors from 41 countries 
have arrived for the 60tb Poznan Fair, which after Leipzig, in 
East Germany, is the most important trade event in Eastern 
Europe. While the Soviet have focused on high-tech, the United 
States pavilion features machinery needed for the food process- 
ing, chemical and pharmaceutical industry. 

Mexico seeks new ways to 
reduce interest on debt 

MEXICO CITY, June 14, (AP): Treasury Secretary Gustavo 
Petridoii says he is seeking new formulas to reduce the interest 
charges on the nation's foreign debt of $100 billion, the second 
highest in the developing world. Petri cioli spoke with reporters 
before going ft Washington for talks with US Treasuiy Secretary 
James A. Baker m. Federal Reserve Chairman Alan Greenspan, 
World Bank President Barber CoaaMe and International Mon- 
etary Fund Director Michel Camdessus. Even though restructur- 
ing has helped reduce the debt from S105 billion to 100 billion 
interest payments are still draining the ailing Mexican economy, 
he said, according to reports in several Mexico City newspapers 
yesterday. Mexico paid between S8 billion and 9 billion in interest 
last year. It has paid a total of $50 billion in interest and 
amortization in the last six years. At the same time Mexico k 
trying to reduce its debt, it is looking for new credit. During his 
Washington visit, Petricioli will formally accept a $265-milIion 
World Bank loan destined to the fertiliser industry. Miguel Angel 
Gurria Trevino, the chief debt negotiator, toid the government 
newspaper El NacionaJ that Mexico is pressing ahead with 
proposals to pare the debt through interest rate cuts and by 
swapping loans from commercial bankers for lower-interest 
bonds. The first bond swap, in February, did not live up to 
expectations. Mexico rejected nearly half of the bids as too low.

Latin American countries 
create new lending agency 

LIMA, Peru, June 14, (UPI): Five Latin .American countries on 
Friday signed an agreement to create a new regional lending 
agency and lessen their dependence on the International Mon- 
etary Fond. Economy ministers and ambassadors of Bolivia, 
Colombia, Ecuador, Peru and Venezuela signed the agreement 
covering the creation of the Latin American Reserve Fund. The 
fund will start operations as soon as the parliaments of the signing 
countries ratify the plan. The new agency will replace the Andean 
Reserve Fund, created in 1978 to extend loans to countries in the 
region, and is expected to broaden its role. A statement issued 
after the signing indicated that the new agency is expected to 
Lessen the dependence on the IMF and its rigid economic 
guidelines. It stressed that at die height of the Latin debt crisis in 
the early 1980s, the Andean Reserve Fund “offered more credits 
to the Andean nations than the IMF... without imposing virtually 
interventionist economic programmes. Private banks that exten- 
ded large loans to Latin American countries had expected the 
IMF to play an influential role in the economy of these countries 
to help them repay their debt Officials said the Latin American 
Reserve Fund will allow member nations to obtain larger loans 
without having to agree to specific economic programmes, a 
condition set by the IMF to get additional funding. The Latin 
American Reserve Fund will be capitalised at $500 million, which 
it will coDect from the Andean Reserve Fund.

Malaysia 
seeks 
commodity 
tie-up with 
Indonesia 

JOGJAKARTA, Indonesia, 
June 14, (Reuter): Malaysian 
Prime Minister Datuk Seri 
Mahathir Mohamad proposed 
today that Indonesia and 
Malaysia, two of the world's 
leading natural commodity sup- 
pliers, co-ordinate commodity 
output to underpin prices. 

Speaking to reporters after a 
meeting with President Suharto 
in the central Java dty of Jogjak- 
arta, he said co-operation bet- 
ween the two South-East Asian 
neighbours had worked well in 
helping tin prices recover. 

Extended 

“If such co-operation is ex ten-, 
ded to other commodities, such 
as rubber, palm oil and crude oil, 
we believe that we can get more 
income without having to 
increase supply,” Mahathir said 
at a news conference before (ly- 
ing home. 

Indonesia and Malaysia are 
the world's biggest rubber 
producers, and major suppliers 
of palm oil. They are also the 
world's top two tin producers, 
and export growing levels of cof- 
fee and cocoa. 

There was no immediate 
indication of Indonesia's reac- 
tion to the proposal, but Jakarta 
has been reluctant in the past to 
co-operate too closely with its 
South-Easi Asian neighbour 
because they are after the same 
markets. 

Introduction of an export 
quota system by the Association 
of Tin Producing Countries 
( ATPC), of which fcrath Malaysia 
and Indonesia are members, hel- 
ped tin prices recover after the 
crash of late 1985.

NEW YORK. June 14, ( Reuter): 
Financial markets reacted enth- 
usiastically today to a lower- 
than -expected US trade deficit 
for April, with stocks, bondsand 
the dollar all postingsharp gains. 
Gold prices declined. 

Wall Street stock prices surged 
to their highest levels since the 
October crash with the Dow 
Jones Industrial Index up 33.07 
points at 2, 1 3 1 .47 after about 45 
minutes of trading. 

Brisk 

Advancing stocks outnum- 
bered losers by a 9-1 margin and 
trading was brisk, with New 
York Slock Exchange volume at 
89 million shares. 

The Dow's highest close since 
Oct 19. 1987, came on April 12, 
when it hit 2,1 10.08. 

The blue chip stocks surren- 
dered so me of their ga in to profit- 
taking, but remained 30 points 
higher after an hour-and-a-half 
of trading. 

The dollar jumped to near its 
highest values since late October 
after the Commerce Department 
said the seasonally adjusted 
deficit fell to $9.89 billion in 
April, the lowest in more than 
three years, from a revised 11.7 
billion in March. 

US bond prices also rose after 
the report. US Treasury bonds 
rallied in New York to 1 0 1 -26/32 
from 101-4/32 last night to yield 
8.95 per cent against yesterday's 
9.01 percent. 

Within minutes the dollar rose 
1.5 pfennigs from 1.7285 marks 
to touch a high of 1.7425 before 
easing as the West German cen- 
tral bank intervened to sell 
dollars in line with the policy of 
the Group of Seven leading 
industrial nations to keep 
currencies broadly stable. 

Doffar 

The dollar, which closed in 
New York yesterday at 1.7225. 
hit a high of about 1.7427 marks 
but fell back to about 1.7350- 

Money dealers said the mood 
was upbeat for the dollar, though 
the markets were watching for 


central bank intervention. 

"The big players in the market 
don't want to gel nailed the cen- 
tral banks so they will be cautious 
taking the dollar up," said a 
dealer at a US bank. "But the 
tone is very bullish for the buck 
and there's no doubt it will keep 
going higher.” 

The dollar touebed 126 yen, 
rising from 123.35 just before the 
trade figure announcement. 

Markets had been looking for 
a shortfall of $12 billion to 13 
billion on the trade deficit. "It's a 
good number and it's a good 
number for all the right reasons," 
said one New York analyst "The 
drop in imports was very broad- 
based, occurring in all of the 
major product groups." 

Economy 

US Trade Representative 
Clayton Yeutter said the trade 
data was further evidence that 
the US economy had undergone 
a significant turnaround in its 
trade flows. 

“There is a major change in 
our economic fundamentals. 
Export opportunities have never 
been better, particularly for 
manufactured products," Yeut- 
ter said. 

Other analysts were also 
positive. 

"The fact that imports are 
adjusting suggests that a falling 
dollar and rising import prices 








are doing their job," said Robert 
Brusca of Nikko Securities Corn-

WASHINGTON, June 14, (AP): 
George Bush and Michael Duk- 
akis both talk of eliminating the 
US budget deficit in four to five 
years, but outside economists 
suggest their intentions may be 
better than their arithmetic. 

Analysts not aligned with. - 
either camp suggest that plans. 
forwarded so far by both the •_ 
Republican and the Democratic 
nominees-to-be fall far short of 
pointing the way to a balanced 
budget. 

“It’s the 1988 edition of 
voodoo economics,” said econ- 
omist Michael Evans, using the 
term coined by Bush in 1980 to 
criticise Ronald Reagan's "sup- 
ply-side” contention that budget 
savings could flow from tax cuts. 

Dubious 

The plans of both candidates 
contain as major elements 
features that private economists 
find dubious: Dukakis' claim 
that he can make a major dent in 


the deficit by simply beefing up 
tax-collection enforcement, for 


tax-collection enforcement, for 
example, or Bush's contention 
that his election would cheer fin- 
ancial markets and drive down 


interest rates by two percentage 
points, thus saving billions m 


points, thus saving billions m 
interest payments on the $25 
trillion national debt. 

Both candidates say they'll put 


a high priority on trimming the 
budget shortfall, which was $150 
billion last year and a record 
$221 billion the year before. Bush 
claims he can eliminate it in one 
term. Dukakis generally speaks 
of closing the gap over five years. 

Bush* who has long since shed 

is allocking 
for a “flexible freeze” to keep 
overall government spending 
from growing faster than the rate 
of inflation, with an exemption 
for social security benefits. With 
that freeze, some programmes 
would rise and others would be 
cut. 

Beyond 

But Bush won't say what he 
would cut, and he hasn’t been 
clear on what he would increase, 
either, beyond suggesting that 
education programmes, AIDS 
research and drug enforcement 
would get more attention under a 
Bush presidency. 

Bush also has proposed a long- 
range health plan and a college- 
bond savings programme, which 
together could cost the govern- 
ment upwards of $500 million a 
year. 

Bush has repeated Reagan's 
long rebuffed calls for a con- 
stitutional balanced-budget 
amendment and authority to 


veto individual items in spending 
bills. 

The Vice-President, like 
Reagan before him, insists he 
would not raise taxes. 
“Absolutely not, period," he 
says. 

Dukakis says he wo n't rule out ; 
new taxe&as^pos^biJ^JhtrtibaS--. 
been vague on just howhe'd trim j 
the deficit; He says he’d like todo 
it without new taxes. 

Hopes 

The Massachusetts governor 
says he hopes to reduce govern- 
ment red ink in annual install- 
ments of about $30 billion. He 
talks about “hard choices” on 
spending. But, like Bush, he 
won't say exactly which 
programmes he'd chop. 

Dukakis has suggested in gen- 
eral terms that he would cut 
defence spending to help pay for 
elderly care. 

Dukakis also hopes to trim the 
deficit by stricter enforcement of 
tax laws and with a programme 
of amnesty for tax cheats, which 
be suggests could save a total of 
$90 billion during a five-year 
period, an amount private 
analysts suggest is wildly 
optimistic. 

Both candidates' hopes for 
wiping out the deficit are based

Tough 

"To bring our fiscal and mon- 
etary policies into balance inter- 
nally and with each other and 
with the rest of the world, we’re 
going to have to do some tough 
things in 1989 and 1990.” 

Choate was referring to taxes, 
saying there's little likelihood 
that the budget can be brought 
dose to balance without new 
levies.

LOCAL insurance companies 
have completed their memoran- 
d ums to be submi ued to the M in- 
istry of Commerce and Industry 
regarding the draft law- for con- 
trolling and supervising 
insurance companies. 

Insurance sources informed a 
local daily (he draft law in its 
present form has several restric- 
tions which prevent the man- 
agements of the companies from 
performing their duties efficien- 
cy- 

Memos 

For an example, insurance 
companies were compelled to 
insure cars. Their memos they 
said, rejected intervention by the 
law in the internal structure of 
the insurance companies such as 
the establishment of several 
departments instead of the 
present joint department. 

This obliges local companies 
to bear more financial costs 
which are the first ofils kind in all 
Arab and international 
insurance laws. The insurance 
companies also rejected the 
stipulation to obtain prior per- 
mission from the ministry of 
Commerce when they desired to 
open new internal or external 
branches instead of the present 
procedure which only requires 
notifying the. ministry about the 
intention to open branches.

insurance companies are 
Kuwaiti nationals. 

The companies also rejected 
the demand to deposit an 
amount of KD50,000 in the 
account of the Ministry of Com- 
merce for each branch of the 
company.

However, this condition could 
be applicable only to foreign 
insurance companies and has no 
justification to be imposed on 
Kuwaiti companies.

BO RAI. Thailand, June 14, 
(Reuter): When Hoy Suksan was 
a child he crawled in the din on 
his father's rice farm looking for 
rough gemstones rather than 
playing with toys. 

Today, Hoy’s family paddy 
fields have been churned up for 
strip-mining to supply the gem 
market in Thailand, which has 
become the world's biggest 
source of rubies and a maior sup- 
plier of sapphires and other 
coloured stones. 

The rush for the prized rubies, 
the blue and yellow sapphires 
and other gems in the south-eas- 
tern town of Bo Rai has inten- 
sified in the last two years as 
dwindling supplies and a grow- 
ing market have doubled prices. 

Poured 

Peasants and traders have 
poured into the small town in 
lush fanning country near the 
Kampuchean border hoping to 
strikea rich ruby deposit mat will 
make them millionaires over- 
night. 

"They're treasure hunters. 
This is a treasure-hunting busi- 
ness," said Richard Hughes, an 
American gemologist who takes 
study groups to the area. 

Traders say miners rarely 
profit from the 28.6 billion baht 
($1.1 billion) gem industry, 
which this year is expected to 
become Thailand’s third -biggest 
foreign exchange earner. 

"They don't know the value of 
the gems and it's the sharp-eyed 
dealers who make big profits,” 
one trader said. 

Hoy, now 29, said he pul his 


but we’re all part-time miners out 
here," he said. 

A trader in the nearby town of 
Chanthaburi held out a fistful of 
uncut 15-carat sapphires and 
said: “This is where the real 


money is. 

Well-funded miners using 
modem equipment are fast 
replacing peasants laboriously 
sifting buckets of earth through 
rattan sieves. 

K am pun Thipsongkram, a 1 7- 
year-ofd peasant from the 
province of Buriram, came to Bo 
Rai five years ago with her family 
to pan for gems. 

“I usually make 10 or 20 baht 
(40 or 80 cents) a day. Sometimes 
when I’m lucky I make a few 
hundred baht — but that all goes 
into paying off debts,” she said. 
“We sometimes talk about going 
home, but I don’t know. We’re 
still here hoping to find a really 
pretty stone.” 

Other miners have risked their 
lives to sneak into the heavily- 
landmined, malaria-infested 
areas just over the border in 
Kampuchea, controlled by 
guerrillas fighting Vietnamese- 
backed government troops. 


Crippled 


savings into mining equipment 
six months ago but still barely 
covers his daily expenses.

"Sometimes they come back 
rich and sometimes crippled or 
dead,” said Net Chaiyarat, a 
small-time trader who moved to 
Bo Rai from northern Thailand 
10 years ago. 

Miners take their gems to daily 
markets in Bo Rai and other min- 
ing centres in Trat and Chanth- 
aburi, 300 km (180 miles) south- 
east of Bangkok, the world’s 
main sources of rubies and sap- 
phires. 

At Bo Rai market more than a 


thousand small traders from all 
over the country sit each morn- 
ing at rented tables bargaining 
for packets of gravel-sized rough 
gems brought in by miners. 

The rare big stones, which can 
retail for millions of baht, are 
quickly grabbed by the big city 
dealers. The smaller gems are 
sold in bulk in measures of one 
rupee (60 grams), worth between 
2,000-4,000 baht ($80-160). 

Estimate 

Traders estimate daily sales at 
anything between SO and 100 
million baht ( 2 to four million) in- 
Bo Rai alone. 

Conmen hawiring synthetic 
gems, which are hard to distin- 
guish without sophisticated 
-equipment, often fool' the 
unwary tourist as well as traders. 

“These people travel from 
market to market. There’s so 
many people in the business, so 
many new faces all the time, it's 
hard to single them out,” said 
Jumnien Pleumjit, a market ven- 
dor from north-eastern Thailand 
who followed the gem-rush. 

Some traders buy directly 
from the mines, often giving 
loans tothepanners to keep them 
going during bad patches. 

Several gem experts have criti- 
cised widespread strip-mining 
which has ravaged the area and 
left much of it unfit for fanning. 
They say lack of production con- 
trol also depletes the earth of 
gems. 

“There are fewer and fewer 
gems left in the ground now. The 
- miners are reafting old earth. 
Within a few years there will be 
no gems left and hundreds of 
thousands of miners, cutters and 
small-time traders will be with- . 
‘out a job," said one expert 


WASHINGTON, June 14,

The $9.89 billion trade gap is 
the lowest since December 1984 
when the seasonally adjusted 
deficit was $8 billion, and is the 
first time the seasonally adjusted 
deficit has dropped to single 
digits since August 1985 when it 
was $9.9 billion, the Department 
said.

Not allowing for seasonal 
variations, the deficit rose sligh- 
tly to $9.8 billion, up 2.6 per cent 
from the revised March deficit of 
$9.5 billion, the Department 
said. The Department previously 
reported the March trade deficit 
at 59.7 billion. 

The changes from March lo 
April reflected drops in imports 
of capital goods, automotive 
vehicles parts and engines, con- 
sumer products, industrial sup- 
plies and materials, food and 
other merchandise.

Xavier Dupont, architect of 
recent reforms of the Paris 
bourse, stepped down as chair- 
man of the French Stockbrokers’

bafl-out funds. 

Forced 

The scandal also forced the 
resignation of Philippe Cosserat, 
the government's representative 
on the SBF board. 

"Faced with this catastrophe

Rousselle. appointed to replace

The scandal is the worst on the

Iraq issues 
import permits 
to private 
traders 



BAGHDAD, June 14. (AP): The 
Iraqi Trade Ministry has issued 
more than 1 8,000 import permits 
to private traders in the last five 
months in a bid to liberalise the 
country’s economy, the official 
Iraq News -Agency reported 
today. 

The permits, worth around 
190 million dinars ($611.3 
million), were designed to allow 
traders to use money they hold 
aboard to buy goods in other 
countries, a ministry spokesman 
said. 

President Saddam Hussein, 
faced with a foreign debt of more 
than $50 billion caused by the 
war with Iran, has in recent mon- 
ths brought in reforms easing 
tight state control of Iraq’s econ- 
omy in a bid to revitalise it. 

Among other things, he has 
eased currency controls, hoping 
that Iraqi entrepreneurs will util- 
ise funds held abroad to invest in 
economic projects in Iraq. 

The' ministry spokesman 
specified that the goods that will 
be imported will be mainly 
clothes, electrical appliances, 
foodstuffs, lumber and spare 
parts for industrial machinery, 
INA said. The ruling 
Revolutionary Command 
Council gave the green light to 
private traders last February to 

invest hard currency savings in 
Iraq instead of keeping them 
abroad.

(Reuter): An 
ancient Korean martial art for- 
ced underground for 35 years 
bursts onto the Olympic stage at 
to; year's Seoul Games when the 
power and speed of taekwondo 
will be seen as a demonstration 
sport. 

Spectators will be able to 
watch men and women kicking 
and punching with bewildering 
speed and flexibility and with 
power which could smash a thick 
board — or a rib-cage, if protec- 
tive clothing was not mandatory. 

Officials at the hilltop 
headquarters of toe W oridT aek- 
wondo Federation (WTF) in a 
Seoul suburb say the sport now 
has 22 million participants in 1 1 0 
nations. 

They believe taekwondo — 
‘toe way of feel and fists’ — is 
challenging karate, kung fu and 
judo to become the most popular 
Oriental martial art. 

Official 

Cho Hui-Sok, director of 
international relations for toe 
federation, said: “Taekwondo is 
an official sport at the Asian 
Games, the Pan-American 
Games and toe African Games. 
We hope the International 
Olympic Committee wifi accept 
it as an official sport for toe 1992 
Olympics.” 

The earliest evidence of taek- 
wondo is provided in 2,000-year- 
old murals from toe Koguryo 
Dynasty, which show fighting 
Techniques similar to those ofthe . 


Taekwondo could be pract- 
ised only in secret when Japan 
occupied Korea from 1910 to 
1945 and banned traditional 
Korean martial arts as part of its 
colonial policies. 

After toe occupation ended, 
toe sport boomed in its home 
nation. The name taekwondo 
was used for the first time in toe 
1950s. 

The 1950-53 Korean war gave 
taekwondo its first international 
exposure when soldiers from toe 
mainly- American 16-nation 
United Nations Command 
became interested in toe sport 
and took toe rudiments of it back 
home wi th th em. 

The WTF was founded in 1 973 
and has held regular worid cham- 
pionships ever since. 

The sport's phenomenal 
growth owes much to the 
dedicated work ofSouth Korean 
instructors who bave tra veiled all 
over toe world and to toe skilled 
diplomacy of multi- Ungual WTF 
president Kim Un-Yong, who is 
also the South Korean member 
of the International Olympic 
Committee. 

Officials believe that one of the 
main reasons for taekwondo's 
popularity is that, unlike most 
forms or karate, punches and 
kicks are not, ’pulled’ at the last 
instant. 

“I think one of the reasons 
taekwondo has grown so fast in 
toe last 20 years is because it is

American visit 

CAPE TOWN, June 14, 
(Reuter): South African Rugby

DUESSELDORF, West Ger- 
many, June 14. (Reuter): 
England and the Netherlands 
clash for survival in the 
European Soccer Championship 
finals tomorrow in a match over- 
shadowed by the menace of 
hooligan violence.

in Cologne. 

Massed 


But the outcome of the group 
two encounter in the Rhein- 
s tad ion, in which England goalk- 
eeper Peter Shilton will make his 
1 00th international appearance, 
is of minimal concern to security 
forces massed in Duesseldorf to 
contain fan trouble. 

Nearly 200 hooligans, most of 


them English, have been 
detained since the championship 
kicked ofTlast Friday and police 
fear f urther confrontations when 
thousands of fans converge for 
the potentially most explosive 
dash of the two-week tour- 
nament. 

The English and Dutch teams 
have meanwhile sought to 
swallow tbe disappointment of 
Sunday's defeats in which both 
succumbed despite applying 
most of the pressure and creating 
abundant chances. 

“It's made the Holland game 
all the more important. We’ve 
ot to win. That would put 


touand out ot tne tournament, 
England captain Bryan Robson 
said. 

“The Ireland game was very 
disappointing. The last thingyou 
want in a League situation is to 
get beaten in the first game." 

Robson said the Dutch had 
looked tbe better side against the

WELSHMAN David Llewellin 
will be first on the starters' ramp 
for today's Rothmans Jordan 
Rally. He will be at the wheel of 
an Audi Quattro AZ and is part- 
nered by his usual navigator Phil 
Short. 

Llewellin is an experienced 
and able driver, and is unlikely to 
experience major difficulties 
with the route. However, there is 
already some speculation that 
team orders might be enforced in 
order to give Saeed A1 Hajri a 
much needed boost in the cham- 
pionship. 

Navigator 

Second to leave the Roman 
Ampithealre in the centre of 
Amman will be reigning Middle 
East champion, Mohammed Bin 
Sulayem, and navigator Ronan 
Morgan, in the new- look Toyota 
CelicaTwincam Turbo. Sulayem 
won the event last year, by a 
seven minute margin, after A!

owing the death of his father. A1 
Hajri will follow him ouL in the 
blue and white Rothmans Audi 
Quattro A2. The Qatari star has 
so far suffered nothing but set- 
backs in his bid to regain the 
Middle Eastiitle. Most recently, 
practice problems have* arisen 
again. However, the Qatari is 
taking things with characteristic 
stoicism, despite having had to 
spend several days idle. 

Hajri was busy yesterday prac- 
tising in a borrowed 4x4. in order 
to check his pace notes, but these 
really do need to be checked at 
speed, and it has to be conceded 
that his lack of true practice may 
be a disadvantage to him in the 
event. In the past he always went 
for an early lead on Suluycm, 


knowing that the Cetica's extra 
speed would give it the advantage 
on the second and third days of 
the event. This year however he is 
in the Audi Quattro. which is a 
far more powerful car than the 
old Porsche 91 1 SCRS. On the 
other hand the 4wd will not 
prove an advantage here. The 
Rothmans team axe aiming to let 
Sulayem make the running on 
the first leg of the rally. 

A1 Hajn said that he thought 
Llewellin could not be discoun- 
ted as a winner of the event. 
“He's a good driver, and I’m sure 
he’s coming here to win the rally. 
He's going to do his best, and we 
are also going to do our best to 
win the rally. Rothmans is here to 
take places one and two." 

Chance 

“This is not a new rally for me. 
I've been here five or six limes, 
and won three times, but 1 think 
this year is the best The stages 
areshorter and will give everyone 
a chance to finish the event. It’s 
really very good that Lhey have 
changed a lot of the stages this 
year; all the rough stages have 
been cut out and this is better for 
everybody, not just for cars one 
and two.” 

However, this is the first time 
that A! Hajri has done the Jordan 
Rally with the Audi Quattro, and 
he is not yet prepared to say how 
good the Quattro will be for this 
rally. The situation with his prac- 
tice car has made it harder for 
him to judge, and has also hin- 
dered him, and perhaps placed 
him at a slight disadvantage.
